The Chair stated he would an- 
nouncethe vote taken yesterday to re- 
consider the vote taken upon the 
motion of Mr. Manning, of Chatham 
to table the motion of Mr. Chamber- 
lain to reconsider the vote by which 
the Robeson county contest Was re- 
committed to the Committee. 


Mr. ‘Tourgee asked the ruling of the 
Clair as to whether the sitting mem- 
bers fromm Kobeson county bad a right 
to vote upon this question. The 
Chair decided that they had a right, 
and from this decision Mr. Tourgee 
appealed, 

A warm discussion (and a seene) 
ensued as tothe right to appeal du- 
ring the pending of the announee- 
ment of the vote, the Republican 
members strenuously claiming the 
right to such a proceeding and the 
Democratic members as bitterly op- 
posing it. 

Mr. Tourgee withdrew his appeal, 
and the vote to table was announced 
to be 59 to 57. 

Mr. Tourgee moved to disallow the 
votes of the sitting members from 
Robeson, on the ground that these 
members were directly interested, 
aud advocated this motion at some 
length. 

Mr. Bunn, dem., defied the gentle- 
men from the other side of the house 
to show in any case where the sit- 
ting members had not a right to vote 
on all preliminary questions, toucli- 
ing their right toa seat, and quoted 
from the action of other legislative 
bodies in this case, and cited the fact 
that Ben. Wade, inthe Andrew Jolne- 
son impeachment case, voted to oust 
the President when he (Wade) would 
thereby become President of the 
United States. There were no rutes 
in the ease to govern the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections, and all 
the motion to recommit asked was 
that this Committee be allowed to 
establish rules for their action in this 
case. 

Mr. Faircloth, rep., advocated 
briefly the motion of Mr. Tourgee. 

Mr. Badger, rep., argued that the 
sitting members from Robeson had 
no right to vote in the Convention. 

Mr. Jarvis, dem., argued that the 
motions that had bee considered on 
this question were purely incidental 
and preliminary, and the rules of this 
Convention settle beyond all: ques- 
tion the right of the sitting members 
to vote upon all questions before it. 

Mr. Coleman, dem., argued with 
Mr. Jarvis, that the questions thus 
far in this case upon the motions had 
been altogether preliminary and did

ALL TO OBSTRUCT LEGISLATION. 


On yesterday when the President 
announced that he would now de- 
clare the vote taken Wednesday on 
the question to lay upon the table the 
motion of Mr. Chamberlain to recon- 
sider the vote by which the Robeson 
county contested case had been re- 
commited, there arose the wildest 
and most turbulent scene that has 
yet occurred in the Convention. Mr. 
Tourgee sprung to his feet and ob- 
jected to the announcement until the 
President had decided the question 
as tothe right of the members from 
Robeson to vote on the question. 

The President said he had already 
decided that question and was on the 
point of making the announcement, 
when Mr. Tourgee again sprung up 
and protested most violently against 
the action ofthe President. At each 
effort of the latter to announce the 
vote, he vociferated his objections. 
In vain he was called to order. In 
vain did the sound of the Presidents 
mallet ring through the Hall. Tour- 
gee persistedin his cry of ‘I object, 
[ object,’’ with stentorian voice and 
defiant manner, The President stood 
firm and the fury of Tourgee com- 
municated itself totheothers. Badger 
with frenzied manner, and arms ex- 
tended, rushed down the aisle, shout- 
ing “T object, I Dozens of 
others of the Radicals jumped to their 
feet, crowding into the aisles and all 
joining ib the same vociferous shout 
“LT object." The President in the 
meantime rapped loudly with his 
inalle t, calling vainly toorder, The 
Democrats throughout the scene sat 
calmand undisturbed, waiting for 
the storm to subside. It raged with 
unabated fury for many minutes and 
it Was quite apparent that the Radi- 

‘als were prepared for and desired a 
row. 

(iradually the uproar subsided; 
words of prudence and = couciliation 
were slipped in. The storm spent 
itselfand the business of the day was 
resumed from afresh starting point. 

But the whole affair was pre-emi- 
nently disgraceful to the parties con- 
cerned. It was the introduction of 
the rule of license, and perhaps it may 
be, the reign of terror into the Con- 
vention, for it is said that a large 
number of armed negroes were in 
the galleries ready to take part in the 
violence which seemed to have been 
premeditated. A man was seen to 
hand a pistol to a radical member on 
the floor of the House while the pan- 
demonium was at its wildest, all 
the more needlessly, for the Demo- 
crats were us calm as under the sooth- 
ing influence of a summer breeze. 

In fact the whole thing was gotten 
up as part of a program me of obstruc- 
tion to the business of the Conven- 
tion, to be earried through, even to 
the breaking up of the body. The 
adinission of Smyth and Justice, both 
participants in the disgrace prove as 
much. 

The whole affair was disgraceful 
beyond precedent since 1868, and 
should fix a brand of infamy upon 
every participantin it. [t was emin- 
ently out of place in a body constitut- 
ed, as is the Convention,for high and 
lofty purposes and grave and deiiber~ 
ate action. There was nothing that 
stood in the Way ofa peaceful solu- 
tion ofany difficulty that might exist. 
But violence suited the radicals 
better. The example of Louisiana is 
not without its fruits here in North 

‘arolina, once so true to the laws of 
the land and the observances of 
decoruin.

Daily News : The fillibustering aec- 
tion of the radical members in the 
convention during the last two days 
shows that these worthies are intent 
on interfering With the legitimate 
work ofthe body. In that time the 
Convention has done literally noth- 
ing because of the course these ex- 
tremists have pursued. The exe 
pense ofthe Convention is near one 
thousand dollars a day, and these 
people have consumed two days by 
obstructing business. Their whole 
conductis exemplified by one action: 
first they abandon the hall to leave the 
Convention without a quorum and 
then protest against the action of the 
Democrats in proceeding with busi- 
ness during their absence. 

They trifle away hours in useless 
points of order and appealing from 
the deeision of the chair without*good 
grounds, Under these circumstances 
it behoves the oe of the Con- 
vention to take all lawful measures 
to secure the prompt disposal of busi- 
ness by the body. The  people’s 
money should not be wasted by such 
proceedings. In the interest of the 
people we think the Democrats 
should as faras the law will allow, 
proceed at once to remove the 
obstructions in the way of their 
during the work for which the Con- 
vention was called, making judicious 
amendments to the Constitution. To 
do this, the Convention ought to see 
that the restrictions imposed by the 
act calling it, (which restrictions each 
delegate bas already sworn to ob- 
serve,) are carried out. The act of 
assembly says that no Federal oftice- 
holder shall be eligible to a seat in 
the Convention—then let all the 
Federal oftice-holders be declared in- 
eligible—and thus dispose at once of 
those restless, turbulent characters 
who are now obstructing the proper 
work of the Convention and wasting 
the people’s money by consuming 
time about unimportant matters. 

It is to be observed that the Con- 
vention of August 1788 wasa restrict- 
ed Convention, and that the Conven- 
tion of 1789 was a restricted Conven- 
tion and the legislature established 
the qualifications of the delegates and 
declared who should be eligible to be 
elected and who should not. 

Also the Convention of 1835 was 
restricted and the qualifications of 
delegates were set forth in the act 
calling the Convention, which declars 
ed who should be eligible and who 
should not. 

That the act of Jan. Ist. 1861 calling 
a Convention restricted its powers, 
and prescribed au oath, which if not 
taken, the delegate should not be 
seated. 

The Conventions of 1865 and 1868 
were each restricted as_ to the qualifi. 
cation of the delegates, 

And the act of 1871. 

The acts of Feb. 3rd., and April 8th, 
1871, eaeh restricted the Conventions 
they proposed to call, and prescribed 
oaths, which if the delegates did not 
— he should not be entitled to his 
seat. 

With these precedents who can 
doubt the validity of the restrictions 
imposed by the act calling the pres- 
ent Convention °

his public career. 

He was the son of General Joseph 
Cirabam who was born in. the State 
of Pennsylvania in 1759. Gen. Gra- 
mother Was woman of cdu- 
eation and high meral culture, She 
was left a widow with five small chil- 
dren and but few of the necessaries 
of life, and feeling satistied that North 
Carolina would afford her a more 
ample support for herself and her five 
little children, she came to Mecks 
lenburg county when Joseph Was 
about seven years of age. He was at 
Charlotte when the first Declaration 
of Independcuce Was formally and 
publicly proclaimed. He entered his 
country’s service at the age ofyseven- 
teen and amid the perils and hard- 
ships of the Revolutionary struggle 
he never turned his back to the foe 
nor Wished that he had not borne 
arms forthe right. Hie Was in the 
broudest a dliero aud a patriot. 
After the close of the war he Was 
leeted Sheriffof Mecklenburg coun- 
ty nnd wasafterwards elected to a 
seat in the Senate of North Carolina, 
whic: position he filled for several 
years, notonly with great credit to 
bimself and satisfactory to con- 
“tituents but with great profit to the 
State. He married the second daugh- 
ter of Major and re- 
nioved to Lincoln county where the 
late Hon. William A, Graham Was 
born. Mr. W. A. Graham graduate 
aut the University of N. C. in bis 
twentieth vear of bis age. Hestucdied 
law at Newhbern, Craven county, en- 
tered public fie in 1825 asa member 
of the House of Commons from the 
Hillsboro. After the abol tion 
of (ie borough representation he was 
elected for several successive terms 
from the eounty of Orange. In 1841 
he was elected United States Senator 
and in appointed Governor of 
the State. He Was afterwards Secre- 
tary of the U.S. Navy, a member of 
the Convention of 1561), a Senator to 
the Confederate Congress andon Au- 
yust lastelected to represent the coun- 
ty ofOrunge inthis body.

North Caiolina grieves for one of her 
most distinguished sons. He wasa 
faithful and bonest public servant, 
always where duty called, discharg- 
ing whatsoever business that was 
consigned to his care, with malice 
toward none and loye toall. How- 
ever much T may have differed with 
him politically, I never believed that 
le acted from any sinister motive. 
Ile may have made mistakes, but 
they were the result of the error of 
the brain and devotion to his State, 
and not the heart,

ot North Caroliua’s greatest states- 
men. One more star has been added 
io the galaxy of America’s illustrious 
and immortal sons.

George Applewhite. the Condemned 
Ontlaw— Probability ot Kee 
ivase. 


It would now appear that there still 


remains a chance that thé notorious 
outlaw, robver and murderer, George 
Applewhite, whose career of infamy 
in Robeson county, In connection 
with Henry Berry Lowrey and others 
is so well Known, may escape the 
punishment heso richly 
will be remembered that Applewhite, 

stephen Lowrey and Henderson Ox- 

eiaine, whose cases had been re- 

moved from Robeson county, were 

tried af (he Spring term of Columbus 

Superior Court im 1872, for the mur- 

der of Sheriff! Reuben King, and Ap-, 
plewhite, with one of the others, was 

sentenced to be hang. The prisoners 

were all brought to this city and 

placed in the county jail, from which 

they some time after succeeded in 

escaping, returning to Robeson coun- 

ty where they recommenced their war 

ngainst the lives and property of 
the citizens. Not ong after 

this, Applewhite was shot and 

severely wounded by & party who 

were hunting the outlaws, and 

as he disappeared and no further tid- 

ings were received of him it came to 

be the universal opinion that he had 

died from his injuries, This idea 

was exploded, however, on the Ist of 

July last, by the sudden discovery 

that the noted outlaw Was living in 

Wayne county under the assumed 

nameof Jackson, which discovery 

was followed by his arrest by two 

colored men, Freeman and Lane, 

who lodged him in a place of safe- 

keeping and afterwards received the 

reward of 35,000 offered by the Gov- 

ernor for his capture. He was subse- 

quently taken to Whiteville, Colum- 

bus county, by Sherif! MeMillan, of 

Robeson county, Where he still re- 

mains. In the interval between tle 

disappearance of Applewhite and his 

subsequent arrest and juearceration, 

however ,the Legisiature passed what 

was known as the amnesty law, 

pardoning a large class of offend- 

ers, but expecially exempting 

from its provisions Henry berry 

Lowrey, but failing to inelude the 

name of George Applewhite, from 

the fact that he was then universally 

regarded as dead. Taking advantage 

of this failure to class him with other 

exempts from parden included in the 

amnesty bill, Applewhite’s counsel, 

we understand, at the late term of 
the Superior Court for Columbus, 

asked for his discharge. The motion 

was taken into consideration by 

Judge MekKoy, who postponed the 

sentence of the culprit, leaving the 

Whole matter in abeyance for the 

nextsix months, or until the spring 

term of the Court for that county. 

The opinion is generally entertain- 
ed about Whiteville, we understand, 
that Applewhite will finally be re- 
released on the ground above stated.
